ESTERDAY, to-day, forever, 
Jesus Is thii KaiiiH," has been 
the chorus of the tour. It was, . 
therefore, the one which most 
_ readily sprung to our lips when 
We knelt In the Indian's tepee, near 
Brandon. A friend had kindly offered 
J. buggy to drive the Commissioner . to 
the Indian camp near by, while 'the 
boys" followed on wheels, it was a 
slorloua day, the ah- balmy, the prairie 
Just showing the (Irst tint of freah 
grass through the dried brown growth 
of last year. 

About a dozen Indian tents were 
scattered on the prairie, and In a 
little hollow, where anme undcEgrowth 
supplied some natural screen. A swarm 
of young playful doge was the first 
sight that greeted us. Each tepee eon- 
tntncd !■, fnmlly c£ Indiana, and thtie 
were quite a few small children among 
Ihcm. 

The Commissioner visited several of 
these tepees, aijuatted down with their 
tenants while the "lady of the house" 
entertained us with a conversation 
carried on by means of Ungers, signs 
and sounds, the latter partly Inter- 
preted by Ensign McGlll. 



Ensign McGlU, who Joined the Klon- 
dike Party here, and who came out of 
this corps as an officer, spoke, his aged 
mother In a Hallelujah bonnet sitting 
behind him on the platform. The 
Ensign especially pointed out that he 
asked no credit for the so-called sacri- 
fice made In going to the Klondike, as 
It was only natural In his en- 
deavor to show his thankfulness to God 
■Whose grace would prove In Alaska 
doubtless as sufficient as he had found 
It In the past elsewhere. 

The "Klondike trio." Ensign Morris, 
Captains Bloss and Lcoocq, eang, and 
Captain Leoocq also spoke of his con- 
version in South Africa, as well as his 
firm trust that God would be his keep- 
er. Adjutant Dowell was called upon 
next and told of hia mining experience 
In Newfuundland.

Wllhe's aongs, of course, 
were received with the same hearty 
applause as everywhere. 

Adjutant Dowell in his testimony 
said that a little boy had told him Ihe 
boundary lines of the City of Fargo to 
be as follows ;

The Field Commlsslouci- rose to 
apeak by telHng the people how much 
she regretted that she had not been 
able to speak during her last visit to 
Fargo, but that she now ha^ kept her 
promise.

When 1 heard of my de.tr 
friend, Henry Guoderhuni, dying at 
the "Haven," (the first Rescue Home 
In Toronto.— Ed.) T felt thot It w»s bel- 
ter for him to be translated from th." 
"Haven," for If the Master eame. I 
suppose It would lie to some siieh place 
as that He would Journey first of all. 

"As we grow older o.nd look at life 
more seriously, the grand thing Is we 
hope to live with Him, and to have as 
our motto. *In Christ, for Christ, with

Rev. Dr. Parker, ex-Prealdent of the 
Methodist Conference, spoke most 
warmly of the Women's Social Work,

The Dowdies did pass on to Bradford, 
but not until the work had taken 
root nt Leeds, where many, signs and 
wonders accompanied the prcaehlng of 
the Gospel. A tent, with a good open- 
air stand in front, was erected, and 
arrangements were made for a public 
openVnl on the Sunday. The Saturday 
provlauB, the vicar of St. JameB

The nrst to get saved In the tent 
was a married woman, who straight- 
way became a home missionary ! she 
first prayed her unsaved husband out 
of the public-house and then to the 
penitent form, whera he sot gloriously 

''"a poacher, dog-fanclor and desperate 
character generally, came to Leeds 
Fak on "a spree." When he saw the 
tent he mistook It for a drlnklng-bootli 
and went Inside. Before he ct^me out 
again, God met with him, he thought 
himself the ehlef of sinners, and lonsed 
to kneel at the Mercy Scat, but felt 
HO Moat Birst SBko Bostltntion. 
He accordingly went home and con- 
fessed to hla wife how often he had 
deceived her and in many ways broken 
the laws of God. After a second visit 
to the tent, he went home and said, 
"I've gotten saved to-night, lass," after 
whleh he began to pray^for her. 'A 
slaughter of the Innoeetlts' was the 
next cvent-hiB neta and dogs were 
cot rid of, and he went In earnestly 
for the salVBtioii of his old mates.

A visitor to the Farm writes to the 
War Cry aa followa : 

Toronto, May 2nd, I89S. 

In consequence of two ylslts to the 
Salvation Army Farm — the one about 
eleven months ago and the other about 
five weeks ago- 1 deem it my duty to 
bear my feeble testimony to the good 
done on the Farm, and to give aome 
reasons why It should be supported. 
A visit to the Farm Is all that "Is re- 
quired to answer the unreasonable and 
unreasonlner prejudicea entertained In 
flotoe quarters against the Salvation 
Army methods. "By their frulta ye 
shall know them." 

The Farm la situated about eight 
miles out Yonge Street, consists of 
about 400 acres, and has a complete 
outfit of machinery, stock, etc. 

Kqt.% wJiSl ai):'! wliniii (Hil I mcot 
there ? Adjutant Dodd Is In charge— 
a gentleman of whom the nelghbora 
speak In the highest tcrma, and whom 
the laborers on the li"arm characterize 
as a firm, kindly man, and whom 1 
would pronounce well-fitted for the 
task Imposed on him. I would aay the 
same concerning his subordinates Cap- 
tain Hanna ond Captain j;ones. 

A word In reference to the men 
working under these ofllccrs. Who are 
they 7 Some of them, certainly, were, 
or had been, poor fellows "down In 
luck." It would be indecent curiosity 
In' me to pry Into the antecedents of a 
man, when he himself wishes (say, 
from self-respect) to conceal or ond to 
forget his antecedents. However, let 
us now behold the olroiimstanoes of 
these men and the Influences brought 
to bear on them by the angels of 
mercy in the Salvation Aiiriy, I had 
dinner and supper with them, and can 
say that they had plenty of clean, 
nutritious food, and they appeared con- 
tended and happy. And why should 
they not ? Plenty of pure air. delight- 
ful farm scenery, and abundance of 
sound solid food. I never ate a meal in 
a hotel with a relish greater than that 
Willi which I ate on the Salvation 
Army Farm. 

But there waa something better than 
all this. I found that friendly counsel 
was given to these unfortunates by 
men well qualified to give it, that good 
example was set to them, and that 
aelt-respeet was instilled Into them. 
To be brief the Salvation Army acts 
upon the Apostolic precept, "Show me 
thy fnitli without thy works, and I 
will show thee my faith by my works." 
At the same time, while kindness is 
the law oC intercourse between the 
offlcera and the men, I could easily see 
that it was kindness tempered with 
firmness and common sense. In other 
words I would not like to be guilty ot 
mutiny or sedition, as there Is in the 
officers both the nerve and the bralA 
to deal summarily and properly with 
ungrateful or refractory chRrnctprsi. 

That the Farm is dolnp Rood Is evid- 
ent from the testimony of such of the 
nelEhbors aa I heard apeak of Adjut- 
ant Dodd. All that I ask of any person 
prejudiced against the Salvation Army 
Is that he visit the Farm and reflect 
for a moment on the great gafn (ec- 
onomical and moral) to the oomuntty 
IC habits of honesty, industry, rrugailty 
and sobriety are fostered and per- 
manently fixed In persona not hitherto 
noted for auch habits. After such visit 
T nm sure that due allowance will be 
made for the malignity or stupidity of 
would-be critics who are hostile to 
Salvation Army methods.

Teaching In the Synagogue. 

On the Sabbath day He began to 
teach In the Synagogue. 

In order to add to the Interest of 
this lesson and give a clear explana- 
tion of the order of the service In the 
Synagogue, the company leader should 
look up "Bible Helps." This will be 
specially helpful to the elder Juniors. 

The Crowd was Astonished, 

Many hearing Him were astonished. 
Jesus had lived thirty years at Nazar- 
eth. He was well known by everybody 
—had doubtless worked at the carpen- 
ter's bench— yet no one had known 
who He waa. Thia visit is made after 
He has been away and done wondrous 
things. See how He la received ! The 
Synagogue full of people. Jesua 
preached Avlth Divine wisdom and Di- 
vine power. They were willing to give 
Him credit for posaesalng wisdom and 
doing mighty worka, yet could not 
underatand how It waa He who had 
been but a common carpenter, and had 
only received a home education, could 
do these things. They sought to ralBe 
up prejudice against Him, and rejected 
Him. How differently the world treats 
its heroes ! What preparationB are 
made to give honor to those who have 
distinguished themselves on t ' " 
of battle or in other wayq. Illustrate. 

Show that Jesua by the very fact that 
hp ■.-.■(iTlcPrt ot thr? '^r'.rrenter'E bench 
puts an honor on those who earn their 
living with their own hands. Idleness 
la not good for anyone. The Jews were 
very wise In thIa particular, that their 
young men who were designed for 
scholars were put to some trade, that 
they might have their time occupied, 
^nd, if need be, to get their bread 
^vith. Paul, who was educated at the 
feet of Gamaliel, was a tent-maker. 
Christ Unjustly Treated. 

The treatment Christ received waa 
unreasonable and unjust, but He did 
not appear In the least put out about 
it. 

What were the causes for tnia kind 
of treatment ? "Familiarity breeds 
contempt." Had they not known Him 
as a man who had not come from the 
best family ? Waa not His advance- 
ment as their inferior the cause of their 
envy ? He understood them well. 
No Mighty Works. 

He could there do no mighty works 
hppniini" of their iinbellef. It would not 
have tended to promote the interests 
of His kingdom to show forth His 
mighty power, hence He only healed 
a few Blnk folk. 

The Centurion (Matt, vitl, 10) Is a 
wonderful example of faith in Christ, 
the woman of Samaria received the 
truth eagerly, while the Jews, His own 
special people, rejected Him and His 
sayings. To give them more evidence 
of His Messlahship will only add to 
their damnation, so He did no mighty 
worlts there. 

Uii belief causes Jesus to marvel. 
The attitude of unbelievers to God is 
unreasonable. He haa kept Hln word. 
Illustrate by Bible examples. Noah 
built the ark because God told him to 
do BO. If he had believed those around 
him the ark would never have been 
built and he would have perished. God 
promised "Seed time and harvest," and 
!t haa never failed to come. 

Illustrate the sin of unbelief by 
present day facts. Unbelief is eiimlnal. 
Tt make.i Gnd a liar. "He that believ- 
eth not God, maketh Him a liar." It 
spoils a man's prospects for heaven, 
and it is assuredly the way down to 
eternal death. 

The Power of Faith. 

Faith la a very great essential to 
successful work. Faith in God has 
moved mountains. 

Are we any better than the Nazar- 
enes were ? The aame spirit that 
prompted them to reject Jesua prompta 
people now. The mesaage of salvation 
has become ao familiar that now 
there Is very little concern about It on 
the part of those who know sn much 
about JeaUH. To neglect Him la to 
reject Him. Let me Illustrate this In 
n very nlmpli- mnnnpr. Snnnope 1 
offer you n. J5 bill, and you do not hold 
out your hand to take it. Is not that 
rejecting It ? Whatever else you fall 
to do, accept Christ by faith now.

They 
hiRsed like serpents at the step the 
skeletons had taken, but we started 
another, prayer mesting at the back of 
the barraclcs, and soon three young 
women were down crying for mercy 
there.

One of our soldiers rejoiced at the 
thought of her ycjngeat son being 
saved araongBt the skeletons at the 
front, and while she was rejoicing over 
this the comrades came up. who had 
been ■ having good times at the back 
of the hall, and behold the three young 
women were her aaugnters. They 
had often tried to get her to leave the 
Army, as they were dress-makers, and 
thought they would do more business 
if she would leave the Army. Now 
they were saved In the Army, and 11 
was more than the poor woman could 
hear— she danced, cried, laughed, nearly 
all at once, but the word of the Lord 
had free course from then, and there 
was never such fierce opposition after. 
Many good offlcera were the outcome 
of thnt Sunday's work. I never knew 
them as soldiers to fear to march to 
the roughest part of Whltcehapel after 
we onee captured them. Some time 
after I -.-ent bacV: to the farcivcll tea 
of my successor (Staff-Captain Greg- 
ory) the skeleton banner was given 
up, and buiiied tliul night. Hallelujah!
